I wish some of our staff ot physicians

I have not 
exaggerated the claims made by vegeta- 
rinns of a certain type, on behalf of theso 
substitutes for flesh foods. 
Jn reading 


the argument adduced in support o£ said 
claims. I have been led to collect statis- 
tics from mothers anc7 housewives rela- 
tive to the wholesomeness of nuts. I am 
surprised to find how many report evil 
effects from free use of tho "substi- 
tutes." With .some systems they Induce 
constipation; several women agree in de- 
claring that they have headaches alwaya 
after partaking heartily of them, and six 
mothers report that eating nuts pro- 
duces what aro sometimes called "cold 
sores," and by some known as "fevfr 
blisters." on the lips. I have known for 
a long tlmo that I cannot Indulge In 
Brazil nuts and English wnlmits without 
suffering from an Irritating rash, and 
thut tho outbreak of "fnver blisters" 
about the lips Is a warning -signal that 
no more of the oily nutriment must be 
eaten for awhile. Raw chestnuts are no- 
toriously unwholesome.

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Attack of the South on 
the State University Is 


Cause of Comment 


(ferity Shows a Dreadful 
Vulgarity at; Times in 


Reaching for Boodle 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 20.— Isn't it about time that 


Northern California began to agitate 
for 
State division? 


Hitherto all the yawping in that direction has come from the 
South, but the North is the aggrieved party and more and more 
we are called to bear truth to the testimony that 


Dark and true and tender is the North 
But bright and fierce and fickle is the South. 


Here a little while ago it was Los Angeles that prevented 


San Francisco from extending its sea wall and obtaining its 
harbor extension. That was not because our faithless Chamber 
of Commerce soldi itself to the lumber kings and sent out its 
circular against the popular projects. Los Angeles used that 
circular as a subterfuge. Her real reason for voting against 
thoue harbor bonds- was jealousy of San Francisco— poor old 
San Francisco that everybody should wish to help in1 her long, 
Lard fight for restoration. 


That, however, is ancient history, and we are going to give 


Los Angeles and the South another chance next year to show 
pett y spite and provincial envy. What I started! out to mention 
was the most recent attack on the State "University by the South. 
Ever since as far back as 1887, when old Dad Brierley of Los 
Angeles led the assault on the great Berkeley institution, there 
havo been wee Los Angeles statesmen who wore only too eager 
to put a crimp in the university appropriations. 


Now, you never knew a northerner to fight an appropria- 


tion for a Southern California school or asylum just because 
it was in the South. 
But the southerners hardly disguise 


their sectional hostility to the northern State institutions. Con- 
sequently you'll find that Whittier, for instance, has had a great 
deal more money than, the similar northern reform school at 
lone. The southern hospitals and normal schools get all the 
best of it in cutting up the appropriation pie. But you'd think 
that a California!! would hardly show open hostility to a great 
State university, even if he did come from the South. 


However, here we find Assemblyman1 Cogswell of Los An- 


geles leading in the same old attack. He has been hammering 
the State University the best his limited capacity would per- 
mit, putting his ignorance on view, and' thinly disguising his 
sectional spleen. So it is necessary to look a little into the kind 
of men Los Angeles selects to go to Sacramento and fight the 
State 's greatest pride and most distinguished success. 


According to the tales told by the old timers of the South, 


Cogs well is not only hardly a Calif ornian, but hardly an Ameri- 
can citizen. The story goes that not- so very long ago at a school 
procession in Monrovia this same man Cogswell and) his father 
got oat of their carriage and quit the parade because they would 
not Tt'dte tinder the American flag with which that carriage was 
decorated. Their Canuck souls were roused within them and 
they felt that to ride under this country's flag was an insult to 
their dear old queen. No wonder he's fighting- that great Ameri- 
can i istitution, the free university. 


Strangely enough, this Cogswell represents the historic old 


El Monte district, once representative of Democratic intensity 
and southern dash and chivalry. Time was when it was never 
safe to say how the South had gone in an election until the re- 
turns were in from the Monte. The legend! ran that the south- 
erners settled thickly in that section waited until they found 
how raany votes were needed to secure1 a Democratic triumph 
and tlijen made xrp their returns accordingly . 


It was in1 those brave old Democratic days, too, that the 


citizens of El Monte awoke one morning to find the bodies of five 
cattle thieves swinging in the wind from the beam of the great 
gate of the town. That sort of American citizens wouldn't have 
selected as their representative a man -u ho Avould not ride with 
the American flag, and if he opposed the great State University 
they -would have been very apt to string him up alongside the 
cattle thieves on that historic gate beam. But of such is now 
the envious Soul bland. 


Down at the other university, Stanford, a strange sort of 


complication has arisen. President Jordan is working to cut off 
the revenue of his own university. 


Now, of course Jordan has not set out with accursed delib- 


eration to do any such thing, but he is doing it just the same 
and his trustees are mighty mad aboui it too. You see, the 
Stanford president has had presented at Sacramento by Sena- 
tor Black a bill striking at the saloon. He wants no liquor sold 
within a mile and a half of his big college. HP pursues the 
venerable notion that when you make it difficult for boys to 
drink and) make them feel they are doing bomething smart_ in 
getting away with an anti-drinking law you are encouraging 
their sobriety. Most sensible fathers of today force liquor on 
their children, disgust them with it, and so rear them in so- 
briety. The outworn way was to make a bo}' think he was doing 
something smart and devilish when ho took a d'rink and so 
drunkenness thrived among the young. 


But. however the ethical wisdom or unwisdom of the meth- 


ods of President Jordan and the professors of the Student Af- 
fairs Committee, the present fuss is of a strictly practical 
character. The attack on the saloon men has roused their fel- 
lows and their associations. They are up to hurt Stanford if 
they c«n. 


Now a fine fat part of the Stanford revenues is derived 


from tiie sale of brandy from the great and famous vineyard at 
Vina. The saloon men and1 liquor merchants up and down the 
State, angered at the attack by Jordan on some of their fellows, 
are staging a movement for the boycotting of Vina brandy. 
They are threatening to extend their boycott to the Eastern 
States. Consequently President Jordan is working to cut off 


the revenue of his own university, and my original statement 
doesn't seem such a paradox after all. Said one of the Stanford 
trustees: 


"Here we are trying our best to soil the Vina brandy and 


support the university, up jumps Jordan and attacks the 
saloons. That makes us a little bit ridiculous, doesn't it?"

Of course our Kirmess could not pass without bringing

eye to detect the patchwork. The poster was a fine example of 
what prudery can do to art. 


AndJ Ihen those carefully guarded daughters went to the

lot of the sacred female leg. But that isn't the worst of it. The 
old rounders, connoisseurs in log shows, went to the Kirmess 
and came away declaring that the display of ankles and calves 
was anything but a success.

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Open the Canal to Commerce. 


,THE TRIBUNE prints this morning an announcement of the 


sale of a tw^nty-six-acrc tract on the north side of the San Leandro 
tidal canal Iving east of High street drawbridge. 
It has passed into 


the hands of an important manufacturing concern which must pull 
up stakes and move from the location it now occupies in Sari Fran- 
cisco within the next six; months to make room for railroad yarding. 
Some months ago the same firm bought a twelve-acre tract on the 
same side of the canal west of the High street diawhridgc. 
Both 


tracts are tn be used for the installation thereon of manufacturing 
plants' -which will give employment in all probability to several hun- 
dred skilled workmen. 
Both deals are, moreovci, directly due to 


the prospects of an carlv opening of the tidal canal to commerce 
The fact that t)ic purchasing firm is financed hy Eastern capitalists 
illustrates tie growing interest that is being taken in the East in 
Oakland's future as a great manufacturing center. 


,THE TRIBUNE is informed that there arc other 
Eastern 


manufacturing intetests desirous of locating in the same quarter. 
But they w-int positive assurance that the canal will he opened to 
navigation before tying themselves up. The War Department lias 
given its consent to the use of the canal and wharfing out privileges 
across the strip the government owns on both banks. But it is de- 
pendent upon the Board of Supervisors and the city of Alameda 
fulfilling tha obligations they assumed when Colonel Biddle con- 
sented to the opening of the canal to commerce, namely, to bear the 
expense of operation and maintenance. The Alameda cityi authori- 
ties pledger the electric power supply from the municipal plant to 
work the diaws in the bridges. They stand by their pledge. It is 
tip to the Supervisors to fulfill their promise to provide bridge 
tenders am the cost of maintenance. The War Department has 
recommended the commercial use of the canal. Congress is waiting 
for the Supervisors to take positive action in the matter before tbe 
canal is declared a navigable waterway. If the canal should be de- 
clared navigable water before the Supervisors took the necessary 
legislative ; teps to fulfill their part of the agreement, the govern- 
ment woulc1 be required to opcntte the drawbridges at its own ex- 
pense. In ^-iew of the fact that the government built the canal for 
tidal flushit g purposes only, it makes1 a great concession to the 
county -when it recognises its value for commercial purposes and 
consents to such use on the terms agreed upon, and the assurance 
which is in evidence no\\- that manufacturers are seeking sites on its 
banks for i nportant industrial plants which will eventually add 
possibly thousands to the population and1 increase the value of Lhe 
assessment roll should prompt the Supervisory ttc> carrv cut their 
part of the agreement without delay. 


Northern California Orange Growing 


Tomorrow Cloverdale's annual citrus fair, which has been open 


for several days past, will close. 
It is the seventeenth of the series 


annually held in the sartje place. It,was instituted and has since been 
maintained for the purpose of attracting the world's attention that 
the northern part of Sonoma county is a profitable orange growing 
belt and thrt the precious citrus fruitsViature and ripen to perfection 
there without the aid of itrigation. 


The outside world has; been slow to understand that the much- 


advertised southern bounties do not possess a monopoly of the 
orange-glowing business by any means, although the professional 
boomers of that section of the State spare no effort to conceal that 
fact. If the central and northern counties of California had spentg 
half the money which the southern counties have done in printer's 
ink in self laudation of their adaptability to orange growing, ten 
times" the area now devoted to the industry would' be producing the 
golden fruit. 
As it is, the aggregate area north of the Tchachapi 


range is not far short of equaling that in the territory Jyine; south of 
it and it is constantly expanding. Orange growing has become, in 
fact, a great horticultural industry in several of the San Joaquin 
valley counties and in Sonoma, vvhere the citrus fair is now in 
progress; Solano, Yolo, Sacramento, Buttc, Placer 
and 
other 


counties, and some of them are large regular shippers to Eastern 
and other markets.

Interstate Fishing Rights. 


In a repot t to tho- Federal Government as the representative 


on the American'international Fisn Commission appointed to i t - 
vestigate the conditions of the fisheries in which Canada and the 
United States arc jointly interested, to establish a basis for a Ircaty 
governing the fishei ies in all waters contiguous to the two countries 
President David' Stirr Jordan of Stanford University has embodied 
some suggestions of sweeping reforms relating- to the control of 
the fisheries in interstate -waters 
These suggestions are side issues 


to the main purpose of the report, but they are not the less v;iluabl«'. 
As the report is to be submitted later to Congress, it will doubtless 
have the eflect of i idurtng the enactment of important domestic lep- 
iblation as well as aiding the State Department i-n framing an' in- 
ternational fislierie, treaty, which will remove all future cause of 
friction between t h j Dominion and the United States governments. 


Owing4 to the '-onflict between the fishing regulations of the 


States bordering o\ interstate waters, important fishing industries 
are nienaced, and ^resident Jordan expresses the opinion that the 
easiest mean-.? of h unionizing existing differences is to place such 
waters and their fisheries under the jurisdiclion of an interstate com- 
mission clothed with powers corresponding with those vested in 
the commission created Tor the control of interstate conjmerce. 


These interstate fisheries troubles arc present in Lakes Michi- 


gan and Erie. 
O i the former four States border with variant 


statutes, relating to the fisheries, and on the latter five Stales and 
Canadian pro\ nice: arc similarly concerned. 


In the Columbia liver salmon fisheries there are three Stati-s 


interested—namely. Oregon, Washington and Idaho—and (here is 
an irreconcilable d'sagreement between them regarding their regu- 
lation. If the thre" States could only be induced to adopt a fishery 
law in common, tl ere would be no necessity for Federal interven- 
tion. But they icfuse to agicc. In Oregon all fishing in the riv^r 
above tidewater i 
1- forbidden and gill net fishing below the tide- 


water limit is tcstricled to the day time only. Yet on the \\£a"Mi- 
fngton side of the liver and in Idaho there is no limit of any kind 
placed on fishing n the stream. Fish fail, therefore, to reach the 
spawning grounds and the valuable salmon fisheries of the Colum- 
bia river arc, m Pi esidcnt Jordan's opinion, doomed to practical ex- 
tinction within tic next four years. This anomalous and de- 
structive situation grows out of the rival interests of the gill net 
and the fish wheel fishermen and canneries. It is clearly a case of 
killing a goose th.it lays a golden egg, unless the Federal Govern- 
ment intervenes. 


Similar conditions exist in the interstate waters 
of Lake 


Michigan, the Mississippi, the Ohio and the Potomac rivers. 


Inle?woven-w irh these interstate problems are the difficulties 


v.hich grow out of the migration of food fishes—a complex scien- 
tific question which concerns the governments of the Dominion and 
the United States as A\ell as the States horderint; on interstate 
waters contiguous to the international boundary line. The purpose 
of the creation of the international fisheries commission was to reach 
some common agreement whereby not only international fishery 
disputes should bj amicably settled, but that the fisheries should 
be fostered hy mutual agreement to insure their perpetuation for 
the common good of the people of both nations. Ordinary common 
sense rccoq-m/es t ie wisdom of such an arrangement.

ful houpa In a, fair landscape is tho most 
delightful scene of tho cultivated earth, 
all the more so If there br an artistic 
garden. 
Tho union, between itho house 


beautiful and the ground near it—a happy 
marriage It should be—Is worthy of more 
thought than It has had In the past. 
Ho 


noble a plant as tho Gladiolus should not 
be overlooked, but the fact .that the finest 
. class are only half hardy and require 
care makes them less important In our 
country than I^illea and Narcissi, that 
give so much beauty with llttlo or no 
care. 
Hardv Bulbs for Cut Flowers

contrasted with tho ]3ast, aro not cut 
down by cruel winters; snapdragons on 
old' garden walls and hrlg'lt Marigolds 
everywhere; Hollyhock line.', .Sweet Pea 
hedges and MlgnonBtto carvels; Fopples, 
Sweet 8raibte7:s, and 
Swei-t 
Williams.

Haif-Hardv Plants

a Knrdon may be niado very gay in sum- 
mor with half-hardy plant? raised from 
seed, and without keeping " single plant 
over the winter in tho greenhouses.

Forget-me-nots, Pansles, Daisies and Hy- 
acinths, but this way Is only one of many, 
and tho meanest, most costly and Inart-

'Tho Viola family IB most, 


precious, not only In the many forms of 
sweet Violet, which will a)ways deserve 
garden cultivation, but in the nume'rous 
varieties of the Pansy, which flower HO 
effectively In the spring1. 
The Rose is 


not cfnly "decorative," but Is the queen 
01* all decorative plants, not In one sort of 
position or garden, but In many. 


And fine as the old cllmb'lng Roses were, 


we have now a far nobler lloso, finer in- 
deed than one ever expected, to floe, of \ 
climbing teas, which, In addition to the 
highest beauty, have the great quality of 
flowering throughout the fine summer 
and late Into tho autumn. 
The standard 


or treo Rose, from three to four feet In 
height, makes an exceptionally pretty 
effect, nnrl just at tho entrance to Moun- 
tain Viow Cemetery,, on the east side of 
Piedmont avenue, .at the Mountain View- 
Nursery, thousand^ of these bushen 'or 
trees may bo seen. 
Roses.and Manure 


In most gardens where people pay any 


attention to roses tho ground in -which 
they grow Is In •winter densely coated 
with manure, often raw and ugly to be 
seen in flower garclon, perhaps undor 
the windows of tho best rooms of tho 
house.' 
This is the regulation way of 


catalogues, but It is needless In a beaull- 
fnl rose garden. 
Most of our gardon 


roses being grafted on tho Dog Rose of 
our hedgerows, which does best In tho 
heavy pool loams of some lands. 
If wo 


\vffnt tho ordinary standard garden ro.so 
to do well ire must give It not less than 
two feet in depth of like soil. This Is 
often of a rich nature, and it Is very 
easy to ndd, in putting the soil In, all 
the manure whir.h the roso may want 
tor some years, so that the .surface of 
the bed might lie planted with light-root- 
ing rock and like plants, one of the 
prettiest wsrys being to nurfae'o It with 
pansles and violets.

She Says, Has No Need of the 
Law or the Church. 


SELDOM LASTS THROUGH A LIFETIME

T 


HE institution of marriage has deteriorated 
tie race. It lias undermined) the self-respec 
of both man and woman, and lias brought dis 
sension and discord into the home." 


So declared Emma Goldman, the famou 


anarchist, .during the course of a brief conver 
sation on Friday afternoon last. To her tin 
marriage ceremony counts for nothing. 


"Love between a man and a woman con- 


cerns the two of them only. 


"Lave has no need of the law or the church." 
Such in brief is her theory of that institution which it 


usually referred to as "tlie most sacred on earth." 


But Emma Goldman was in earnest. And when I said, 


^~You <%re going backward," having in mind Plato's Re- 
piCblic—she teplied, "not backward", but forward." 
Yet 


it was that'same philosopher who held much the same\ 
point of view as that expressed by Emma Goldman. Even 
in regard to the rearing of children her ideas do not 
differ 


materially from those set forth by Plaio, ^vho expressed 
the opinion that offspring 
should be a sort of community 


'charge. 


"liove," says Miss Gold-mam, "seldom lasts tlirougli- 


'out a lifetime/' She grants that there are exceptions; but— 


"Hoiv many men are there," demanded she, "who re- 


main faithful to their marriage vows? Not m^any! And 
it is when they begin to stray from home, basking in fresh 
•fields, that misery for the wife begins," is her argument.
